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Tuition tax credit supporters may adopt new strategy

WASHINGTON (NC)—It’'s much _ too 
“early to tell, but there are signs that a May 
Supreme Court decision striking down a 
New Jersey tuition tax deduction law may 
lead some private school supporters to 
adopt a new political strategy. 


Private school interests have been 
supporting a tuition tax credit for parents 
of children in private elementary and 
secondary schools. The major proposal of 
this type before Congress was co- 
sponsored by Senators Robert Packwood 
(R-Ore.) and Daniel Patrick Moynihan (D- 
N.Y.). 


BUT SOME tuition tax credit supporters 
are considering shifting support to a 
broad-based tax credit for all educational 
expenses for parents of both public and 
private school elementary and secondary 
school students. 


The Supreme Court case involved a New 
Jersey law providing a state tax deduction 
of $1,000 for each student in private 
elementary or secondary school. This 
deduction translated into a tax savings of 
$20 to $25 per child depending upon their 
parents’ tax bracket. 


The Supreme Court-upheld lower court 
rulings which said the law was unconstitu- 
tional because—with 715 or 753 private 
schools in New Jersey church-related—it 

_ amounted to unacceptable church aid to 
religion.

change its approach. Congressional 
supporters are conducting a similar 
review. : 

ROBERT LAMBORN of the Council on 
American Private Education points out 
that a Supreme Court decision on a state 
law is not binding on a federal law. 


U.S. Catholic Conference officials have - 


long argued the there is a greater pre- 
sumption of constitutionality. for a law 
passed by the Congress—which repre- 
sents the whole country—than for a law 
passed by a state which may not be so 
representative. 

At the same time, tuition tax credit 


supporters believe they can pass a cons- 
titutional law if it includes credits for both 


. elementary and secondary schools and for 


college students, broadening the class of 
beneficiaries. 


BUT ON A practical level, some tuition 
tax credit supporters say the New Jersey 
decision will create real problems for the 
Packwood-Moynihan bill as it now stands. 


John Colvin, a Packwood aide, says the 
bill faced an uphill fight in this Congress 
from the beginning because of last year’s 
Senate vote against a credit for 
elementary and secondary school tuition. 
The Senate voted for a college-level credit. 

Colvin said the New Jersey decision will 
probably lead some congressmen who 
thought the Packwood-Moynihan bill was 
constitutional to change their minds.

National Committee, say that it is not likely 
that the Supreme Court, which struck 
down the New Jersey law by a 6-3 vote, 
would approve the Packwood-Moynihan 
bill. : 

One alternative is to adopt language 
providing a tax credit for tuition paid to 
public or private schools. But public 
school tuition is rare and is generally 
charged only when parents send a child to 
a school in a school district other than 
their own. 


Private school supporters also back a 
new Rhode Island law, patterned after a 
Minnesota law, which allows a tax 
deduction for private school tuition, text- 
books and transportation. 


THE MINNESOTA law has been upheld 
so far, but has not been tested by the 
Supreme Court. 


Private school supporters are also 
taking a close look at.a bill about to passin 
the Louisiana legislature with both 
Catholic church and bipartisan political 
support. 


The bill would provide a $50 tax credit to 
parents for each child in public or private 
elementary or secondary school. 


THE CREDIT would not be linked to 
tuition but would theoretically apply to 
educational expenses such. as lab fees, 
uniforms, school supplies and school 
lunches. 


The Louisiana bill is similar to a ittle- 
noticed bill introduced by former Sen. 
William Hathaway (D-Me.) and a handful 
of congressmen last year. _

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credit of $100 per student which would 
have been refundable, that is, those who 
would not pay taxes would receive that 
amount in cash. 


There are about 63 million students in 
U.S. elementary and secondary schools, 
so such a bill would be expensive. Costs 
could be kept down by reducing the credit, 
making it non-refundable or phasing it out 
at higher income levels. 


This approach would not specifically 
recognize the additional educational 
expenses made by parents of private 
school students, but it would provide a 
general benefit from which they would not 
be excluded. 


AND, OF COURSE, supporters note, this 
approach would attract a broader base of 
political support than a program to help 
only private school students. 


Colvin suggests another way to ease the 
pressure of parents of private school 
students not directly related to tuition 
payments. 


Packwood and Moynihan—and Repre- 
sentatives Barber Connable (R-N.Y.) and 
Joseph Fisher (D-Va.)—have introduced 
legislation to allow taxpayers who use the 
standard deduction to claim their 
charitable deductions. 


RIGHT NOW, only about 25 percent of 
all taxpayers, generally in upper income 
brackets, itemize. 


Supporters of this approach argue that it 
would stimulate charitable contributions 
and also help parents who send their 
children to church-related schools and 
also contribute to their churches.

REDLANDS — The

Navarro and Fathers 
Guillen and Pawlicki were 
part of a U.S. delegation to 
this year’s Latin American 
Bishops’ Council (CELAM) 
at Puebla, Mexico. 


Bishop Straling said the 
El Carmelo talks were 
sparked partly by the Pue- 
bla conference and ques- 
tions raised by the delega- 
tion. 


IT WAS at. Puebla that 
Pope John Paul II encour- 
aged church involvement 
in social concerns and 
called for a church partner- 
ship with the poor in their 
quest for human dignity. 


Concern for migrants and 
travelers was also the 
subject of a March meeting 
of bishops in San Fran- 
CISCO. 


After participants prayed 
together before starting 
their talks, Bishop Straling 
said, “We have a great im- 
migration taking place in 
the United States, and we 
can't hide it. It’s something 
that exists, it’s a reality.” 


“WE NEED to find some 
working relationship, espe- 
cially with Mexico, but also 
with Central and Latin 
America, because 40 per- 
cent are from below Mexico. 
As | see it, it is a major 
situation that we have to 
face, and we can’t do it 
alone.”

“Other meetings were con- 
cerned with the topic of 
legal residence (of mi- 
grants). This is more of a 
pastoral approach.” 


Bishop Posadas was 
hopeful for the future. He 
said, “The church is be- 
coming more conscious of 
the problems and of looking 
for some solutions.” 


Father Guillen distribut- 
ed information about “The 
Church and Human Mobil- 
ity.”

America needs father figure for next president 


‘Looking ahead a year from now, onecan 
begin to guess what the central issues of 
the presidential campaign will be. 


At home, concern with economic 
worries—the pocketbook problems that, 
according to the conventional wisdom of 
politics, so often determine the outcome 
of elections. Abroad, the balance of power 
between the U.S. and the Soviet Union. 


IS THERE A common denominator? Be 
sure that candidates and campaign 
advisors are pondering that question now 
and will-probe it with even greater intensity 
in 1980. 


The candidate who sees beyond surface 
dissimilarities and finds underlying 
themes which resonate in the public psy- 
che—and who then plays skillfully on 
those themes to woo voters—will have 
taken a long stride toward victory. 


Think of Kennedy in 1960 with his 
clarion calls to get the country moving 
again after the alleged stagnation of the 
Eisenhower years. Or of Carter in 1976 
with his earnest appeals for a restoration 
of respect and trust between citizens and 
government after the Watergate years. 


IT IS ALTOGETHER likely that the man 
who best senses and articulates the 
emotional linkages among a host of 
seemingly unrelated issues will be elected

For some time, now, we've all heard 
about the terrible vocation crisis in the 
church today—that is, the fewer and fewer 
men and women who are coming forth to 
dedicate their lives to the service of Christ 
and his church by the ordained ministry or 
religious professions. 


| suppose there are all kinds of 
explanations for this happening, each one 
as valid as the other, but what really is the 
reason? 

WHO IS to say? But, no matter what the 
answer, this is a problem that all of us, 
clergy, religious or laity, must face. 

To me, especially, do | see cause for 
concern. You see, since | was asmall child 
| have never seriously considered myself 
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president next year. 


Supposing that a year from now the two 
Paramount issues are, as seems probable, 
the state of the economy and the U.S.- 
Soviet competition—what common 
themes underlie both? 


Answering that question calls for a 
closer look at: the specific content of 
the issues themselves. 


START WITH the economy. The 
prospects are not very encouraging. A year 
from now the United States may be 
emerging slowly and painfully, from an 
economic slump. Unemployment will be 
high. So will inflation. 


American drivers may be paying a dollar 
a gallon for gasoline. And the nation will 
still be hearing about gasoline shortages 
and an energy crisis with no end in sight. 


Middle- and working-class people will 
be disgruntled and apprehensive. The 
poor will be embittered, mutely or violently 
as the case may be. 


WORSE STILL, the nation will be 
confronting in acute ways the likelihood 
that economic stringency must hence- 
forth be regarded as a more or less 
permanent way of life. 


True, that is a highly relative state of 
affairs—the United States is and will 


remain enormously wealthy in compar- 
ison with most of the rest of the Western 
Hemisphere. 


Still, a year from now, there will be an 
increasing grasp of what the economist 
have been talking about. in saying that 
boom times are over and the American 
future will be measurably less affluent 
than the recent American past. 


AS THAT realization grows, many 
people will find it highly disturbing. Most 
of us have been conditioned by a 
philosophy of bigger and better. It will be 
unsettling+ to learn that the optimistic 
assumptions involved no longer hold good 
or do so only with major new qualifica- 
tions. 


Internationally, the trend of the U-S.- 
Soviet relations may very well be in the 
direction of heightened tension. 


To be sure, there may be interludes of 
relaxation—if, for example, the SALT 
treaty is ratified, if we and the Russians 
avoid bumping into each other in Africa 
and the Middle East, if the Chinese do not 
contrive to draw us into confrontation. 


BUT IMPROVEMENTS, for the fore- 
seeable future at least, seem likely to be 
only temporary. As the Soviet Union grows 
militarily stronger, it is more and more 
inclined to throw its weight around all over

as anything other than a priest. 


Now, after what seems to be so many 
long and sometimes difficult years of 
training, | naturally want to share my joy of 
being a priest with others.

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IN MY LIFETIME ! have been fortunate to 
have been encouraged and.inspired by 
some truly dedicated men and women of 
God.

| remember the encouragement of my 
parents when | announced my desire to be 
a priest and they were always there when | 
needed to hear more. 


WHAT | AM trying to say is that the 
vocation to serve God as a priest, a sister or 
a brother is born;:nurtured and grown in

the globe. 
IS THERE A common theme here? More 
precisely, will this complex state of affairs, 


national and international, produce a 
discernible pattern in public attitudes 
which an astute candidate can turn to 
advantage? 


These things—a troubled economy, per- 
sistent tension in U.S.-Soviet relations— 
will be highly worrisome to Americans in 
1980. 


The electorate will be in an anxious 
frame of mind. It will not be the moment 
for a candidate who promises to get the 
country moving or even one whose basic 
appeal is.that he is personally decent and 

. honest. 


INSTEAD, barring dramatic changes in 
the next 12 months, American voters may 
very well respond most readily to the 
candidate who does the best job at 
allaying anxiety and promising relief from 
tension. 


As much as this sounds like a tranquili- 


zer ad, | suspect we will be looking for— 
and could wind up electing—a father 
figure: firm, strong, unflappable, 
reassuring. 


If | were running for President, | would 
tell my media advisor to get cracking and 
build me that image—fast.

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Judging from the confused portrait of 
Judas in the New Testament, the betrayer 
was a mystery to the early church. 


The tradition preserved few factual 
memories about him. But it had some few 
data at its disposal, and those data called 
for explanation. Here was a man 
deliberately chosen by Jesus, an intimate 
who for some strange reason and in some 
mysterious way turned on him. 


HOW COULD he have done such athing? 
The only explanation the gospels offer is 
not exactly compelling. In the scene of the 
anointing at Bethany, the fourth gospel 
specifies Judas as the one who objected to 
the waste of precious ointment. 


And the editors, some 70 years after the 
fact, explain parenthetically: “He did not 
say this out of concern for the poor, but 
because he was a thief. He held the purse, 
and used to help himself to what was 
deposited there” (John 12:6). 


The same motif of greed comes through 
in Matthew's story of his having picked up 
30 pieces of silver for his treachery. 

IN ALL FOUR gospels Judas leads the 
crowd that arrests Jesus, and the synoptic 
tradition has him identifying the victim by 
a kiss of greeting. 

That kiss must have pierced Jesus’ 
heart more deeply than the soldier's

spear. It must have been one of the most 
excruciating tortures of his passion. To be 
crucified by his enemies was bad enough, 
but to be betrayed by a dear friend, by one 
“who had dipped his hand in the dish with” 
him—that was real agony. 


Yet, not one gospel has him reacting 
angrily; he is simply hurt beyond words. 


THE EVANGELISTS, especially John, 
picture him as knowing all along this was 
going to happen, but this smacks more of 
theology than history. 


He had not selected a traitor; he had 
chosen an apostle, one whom he loved as 
much as the others, one for whom he had 
high hopes. 

Inevitably legends grew up around this 
sinister, pitiable character. The early 
Christians reasoned that someone so evil 
must have died a shameful death. 


However he died, he is presented as a 
grim warning to all: There is something of 
Judas in all of us, especially when we insist 
that the Lord adapt himself to our plans or 
else. 


It would seem this was Judas’ undoing: 
He had dreamed of Jesus’ being a 
messiah of a different kind, and when he 
saw his dreams gradually vanish, 
disappointment turned to violent 
resentment.

Why aren’t people genuflecting these days? 


| see more and more people, especially 
young people, not genuflecting when they 
enter the church. Is this something out- 
dated? 

‘Kneeling and genuflecting in the 
ancient. world were ambivalent signs: they 
could denote guilt, supplication or 
reverence, and their object was either a 
temple, a statue of a god or the emperor 
who became identified with a god. 


Christians therefore did not use the 
genuflection until it was “purified’—freed 
of all pagan connotations. For a brief time 
it was employed to express adoration, but 
after about 250 A.D. it denoted respect 
and reverence. Only in the 11th century, 
as a result of the famous eucharistic 
controversies, did the genuflection 
become more and more associated with 


bout Ministry 


adoration of the blessed sacrament down 
to the present time. This gesture never 
really “caught on” in the Eastern Church 
which prefers the solemn bow. 


To this day the Western (Roman) 
Church considers the genuflection to be 
an appropriate means of expressing belief 
in, and adoration of, the eucharist. 


But since it is something of an arbitrary 
sign, there is no reason why the church 
cannot substitute some other sign in the 
future. In the meantime, the genuflection 
is part of our tradition and should be 
observed. 


If young people do not genuflect, this 
omission may be a matter of ignorance 
rather than indifference. Let the parents— 
not Sister not Father—train their children 
with the same diligence that they 


hopefully use in teaching good table 
manners. 


Has the pope settled the matter once and 
for all about priests getting married? 

The pope’s “Letter to Priests” dated 
April 8 of this year is not an infallible 
document. In it he reflects a long tradition 
in the church as well as his stance as the 
supreme shepherd. Accordingly, this 
document deserves respect and 
obedience. What the Holy Father is saying 
is: “This is it, everyone, as long as | am 
pope!” 

He explains that clerical celibacy 


“constitutes a characteristic..and a . 


heritage of the Latin Catholic Church, a 
tradition to which she owes much and in 
which she is resolved to persevere, in spite 
of all the difficulties to which such fidelity 


could be exposed, and also in spite of the 
various symptoms of weakness and crisis 
in individual priests.” 


Consistent with his position is the 
current refusal to grant laicizations 
(permission for the priest to return to the 
lay state and to contract marriage). 


At any rate, the important point to 
remember is that John Paul’s letter is 
more disciplinary (that is, pertaining to 
“sood order”) and spiritual, rather than 
dogmatic. At some later date—as; indeed, 
in the early church—it may happen that 
priests will be allowed to marry.

Devotion needed to the Sacred Heart of Jesus 


The idea of consecration and dedication 
to the Lord is first manifested in. the 
inauguration of the Old Covenant on Mt. 
Sinai and is epitomized in the recurring 
biblical utterance “I shall be your God, you 
will be my people” (Leviticus 26:11; 
Ezekiel 37:27; Jeremiah 31:35; Revela- 
tions 21:3). 


This expression is properly understood 
only in the context of the love relationship 
between God and his chosen people. 


THE SACRED WRITERS understood well 
the analogy of their commitment to God to 
matrimonial fidelity when they described 
the’sin of infidelity to the covenant, not as 
idolatry but “adultery.” 


That same love relationship is 
continued and indeed intensified in the 
New Covenant with the establishment of 
the church—the. “people of God” as the 
“bride” for which Christ the “bridegroom” 
(John 3:28) would lay down his life. 


“A man can have no greater love than to 
-lay down his life for his friends.” (John 
15:13). 

It is this compassion, this tenderness, 
this all-embracing love, this anxious 
caring for his mystical spouse which 
elicited from Christian mysticism the 
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noble and fitting expression, “The Most 
Sacred Heart of Jesus.” 


IN THE INTRODUCTION to his encycli- 
cal “Haurietis Aquas” (You Shall Draw 
Waters), Pope Pius XII draws attention to 
the biblical concept that divine love takes 
its origin from the Holy Spirit “who is love 
in person,” and declares: 


“Between divine charity which must 
burn in the souls of Christians, and the 
Holy Spirit, who is certainly love itself, 
there exists the closest bond which clearly 
shows all of us the intimate nature of that 
worship which must be paid to the Most 
Sacred Heart of Jesus Christ. 


“? “If we consider its special nature it is 
beyond question that this devotion is an 
act of religion of high order; it demands of 
us a complete and unreserved determina- 
tion to devote and consecrate ourselves to 
the love of the divine redeemer, whose 
wounded heart is its living token and 
symbol. 


“IT IS EQUALLY clear, but at a higher 
level, that this same devotion provides us 
with a most powerful means of repaying 
the divine love by our own.” 


In this post-Vatican Il age, when popular 
devotions have diminished and many 
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forms have disappeared altogether, there 
is the real danger of lumping together all 
sorts and casting out the proverbial 
baby with the bath water. 


Devotion to the heart of Christ—so 
intimately associated with the blessed 
eucharist—in its authentic expression 
must not be relegated to the fringes of the 
faith but must, as its name implies, stand 
at the very core of Christian worship. — 


THIS IS CLEARLY the disposition of the 
collective mind of the U.S. Catholic 
bishops as expressed in the recently 
published National Catechetical Directory 
which states: 


“The venerable devotion to the Sacred 
Heart, based on the symbol of the human 
heart as a center of love and on the reality 


_ of God's love, (1 John 4:7) considers the 


heart of Christ as the special meeting 
place of the divine and the human. 


“Encouraged by several papal docu- 
ments in this century, devotion to the 
Sacred Heart has inspired many to 
respond to Jesus’ invitation “Learn from 
me, for | am gentle and humble of heart” 
(Matthew 11:29). 


TRADITIONAL DEVOTION to the Sacred 
Heart has always had special significance 


for the Christian home in the beautiful 
form of enthronement. 


In this para-liturgical ceremony, the 
head of the home (in the absence of a 
priest) leads his or her family in the act of 
consecrating the household to the Sacred 
Heart. Christ is thereby acknowledged as 
“king and center’ of domestic life. 


Growing concern for the breakdown or 
deterioration of the family inour age would 
seem to render more urgent than ever the 
salutary practice of enthronement. 


THE REVISED LITURGY of the enthorne- 
ment is ideally set in the context of the 
eucharistic sacrifice: 

“Lifted high upon the cross, Christ gave 
his life for us, so much did he love us. From 


his wounded side flowed blood and water, 


the fountain of sacramental life in the 
church. 


“To his open heart the savior invites all 
men to draw water in joy from the springs 
of salvation.” (Preface of the mass of the 
Sacred Heart.)

If 50 million Frenchmen can't be wrong, 
as the old refrain goes, how about that 
many Americans? 


Today this nation has over 50 million 
men and women trying to balance two 
careers and one marriage. 


THE IMPLICATIONS of more and more 
wives getting—and staying—in the work 
force are large. The two-paycheck 
marriage is no fad. It’s a trend that shows 
up clearly in Bureau of Labor Statistics 
numbers for 30 years. 


For 25 million two-career couples, the 
economic benefits of two paychecks can 
be very positive. But some of the plus 
factors can carry hidden negatives. 

The plus is: more money coming in 
every week. That's clear. But there are 
economic ahd emotional costs that go 
along with two-career couples. 


Some examples, including a few that 
bother feminists:

Cleaning. Guilt can be costly. The 
working wife has less time to clean and 
care for a home. Result: employment of a 
part-time domestic help to get the 
household tasks done. 

Convenience. Meals taken at home 
must be subject to quick preparation. This 
usually leads to the purchase of generally 
more costly convenience items. 

Shopping. Time is rationed in a two- 
career marriage. So buying anything from 
food to fashions must be done with speed 
rather than emphasis on bargains. 


Housing. Two usually can’t commute as

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Pope’s visit to Poland was ‘greatest show on earth’

CRACOW, Poland (NC)— 
For millions of Poles, the 
visit of Pope John Paul II 
was “the greatest show on 
earth.” 

The pope, always acrowd- 
pleaser, was back home in 
his native Poland for nine 
days (June 2-10), and 
despite the omnipresent 
militia with their caravans 
of jeeps and trucks, a 


holiday atmosphere pre- 
vailed wherever he went. 


TENS OF thousands of 
students skipped school to 
see him, although orders 
were out that no_class- 
cutting could be tolerated. 

“My teacher told me he 
would look the other way,” a 
youth in Warsaw said. 

“If | had a different 
teacher or some other set of 
circumstances occurred, it

could hurt my future to be 
here,” added the youth. 


THE POPE billed‘his visit 
as a “religious pilgrimage,” 
and indeed it was. 

The pilgrimage included 
visits to venerable Polish 
shrines, an act of consecra- 
tion of the whole church to 
Mary, three-hour outdoor 
masses before throngs of 
pilgrims, appeals for sanc- 
tity and. strong family life. 


But in Poland, where the. 
practice of religion itself is 
often a political statement, 
political overtones were 
clear almost everywhere. 


THE POPE, schooled for 
years in the hotbed of 
Poland’s church-state con- 
flicts, long ago learned the 
art of challenging govern- 
ment policies and pro- 
grams by symbol, allusion 
and indirect reference 
rather than open confronta- 
tion. 


If the allusions were 
subtle and often symbolic, 
that did not mean that they 
were unclear. In fact, by 
repeated use of the same 
symbols during his Poland 
trip, the pope made sure 
they would be understood 
by anyone who was un- 
aware of them before. 


Among these were: 


—THE STATE exists for 
the well-being of the nation. 
Poland’s “‘baptism as a 
nation” was 1,000 years 
ago and Poland’s culture, 
history, tradition and. na- 
tionhood is fundamentally 
Christian. 


This means any of the 
Polish government's broad 
efforts to secularize socie- 
ty, restrict the church or

with them? 


That's a question missionaries often ponder. 


How do you keep up with 
growing appetites— 


growing minds— 
. growing interests— 


growing hungers of 
mind and body? 


It is true, “God will provide’”— but it is people like us whom God uses 
to further His work around the world.

“It is impossible without 
Christ to understand the 
history of the Polish na- 
tion,” said the pope the day 
he arrived, adding that 
without Christ man-“cannot 
understand who he is, nor 
what his true dignity is.” 


—ST. STANISLAUS is the 
“patron of the moral order” 
and was refered to often by 
the pope. 

The 11th-century patron 
saint of Poland, killed by 
King Boleslaus the Bold 
because he opposed tyran- 
nical policies, symbolizes 
the right of the church to 
object to policies of the 
state that.it considers 
opposed to a higher law. 


The king was deposed 
and exiled after he killed St. 
Stanislaus. 


—THE CHURCH seeks 
always the good of man. It 
seeks no privilege but only 
the right to fulfill its mis- 
sion. 


Any government that is 
truly acting for the well- 
being of the people need 
not fear the church or 


restrict it. If the govern- 
ment restricts the church, it 
must be because the state’s 
policies are opposed to the 
good of the people or the 
nation. 

The pope also spoke 
about owning land as a 
fundamental right, the right 
to a living family wage 
without both parents work- 
ing, the right to working 
conditions that allow a 
person time with his family, 
and the need for strong 
family life as a condition of 
a strong society and nation. 


ON SEVERAL occasions 
he also branched out 
to broader international 
themes. 

At Gniezno he issued a 
call for a new European 
unity based onthe common 
Christian faith and spiritual 
values of Eastern and West- 
ern Europeans. 

At Czestochowa, meeting 
with the nation’s bishops, 
he strongly backed the 
Vatican policy of normaliza- 
tion of church-state re- 
lations that was begun in 
earnest by Pope Paul VI, 
while insisting that for true 
normalization the state 
must respect human rights, 
including religious rights, 
of its citizens. 


AND IN a moving, hour- 
long homily at the Nazi 
concentration camp in 
Birkenau he pleaded for an 
end to war, respect for the 
dignity of every person, and 
respect for the rights and 
sovereignty of every nation. 


Most attention was paid 
to the controversial poli- 
tical implications of the 
pope's words and actions, 
and the tensions between 
church and state were 
evident before and during 
the trip. 


Despite that, at its roots 
the papal visit was a reli- 
gious one. Time after time, 
especially in his days at the 
shrine to Our Lady of Czes- 
tochowa, a spiritual center 
for Polish Catholics, the 
pope urged the people to 
a strong religious faith, 
deeply grounded in their 
national religious traditions 
but also facing contempo- 
rary challenges and the 
eternal challenges of hu- 
man weakness and selfish- 
ness. 


It was also a joyful home- 
coming of a famous native 
son, intensified by both 
patriotic pride and religious 
fervor of an intensely pa- 
triotic and religious people. 


Father Serra canonization closer 


BETHESDA, Md. (RNS)— 
The title of “Venerable” 
could be granted in about 
two years to Father Juni- 
pero Serra, the Franciscan 
missionary who. founded 
Mission San Diego de 
Alcala in 1769, according 
to Franciscan Father Alex- 


- ander Wyse, director of 


the Academy of American 
Franciscan History. a 


Speaking at the annual 
founders day dinner of the 
Washington chapter of the 
Serra Club, which is named 
for the 18th century mis- 
sionary, Father. Wyse said 
“notable progress” has 
been made toward Vatican 
conferral of this first step in 
the eventual beatification 
and canonization of Father 
Serra. 


THE: PROCESS was be- 


gun in 1934 in what was 
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then the diocese of Monte- 
rey-Fresno, Father Wyse 
said. 


Sixteen years later, upon 
completion of the diocesan 


process, the apostolic : 


process was initiated in 
Rome. After an additional 


30 years, the 1,000-page 


“summarium” has been 
completed and is expected 
to be printed by the Vatican 
Press in about a year, he 
said. 


Father Wyse anticipated 
that a “careful review of the 
text and scientific ex- 
changes” with scholars of 
the Sacred Congregation of 
the Causes of Saints will 
take an additional year, 
after which the title “Vene- 
rable” could be granted. 


“THEREFORE, the speed 
with which the final steps of 
beatification and canoniza- 


tion will be taken will 
depend on divine favor and 
intervention,” he said. 


_ For, once the candidate 
has been declared ‘Vene- 
rable,’ the only further 
requirement is the occur- 
rence of miracles attribut- 
ed to his intercession with 
God. 


“The most difficult step is 
this declaration of the 
heroicity of the virtues of 
the servant of God,” he 
noted. “That is the point to 
be demonstrated beyond 
the shadow of a doubt.” 


HE EMPHASIZED that 
“the cause of Padre Juni- 
pero Serra has incorporat- 
ed the largest number of 
documents ever present- 
ed—10,000 pages in round 
figures!”

Frank Ponce, a priest of the 
San Bernardino diocese 
who was the keynote speak- 
er at the fourth annual 
Young Adult Ministry meet- 
ing in Los Angeles. 


The theme of the bi- 
cultural meeting sponsored 
by the U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence was “Sexuality and 
Spirituality.” 


» THE MEETING was totally 
bicultural and bilingual, 
with speeches and work- 
shops held in both English 
and Spanish, said Augus- 
tinian Father Patrick O’Neill, 
U.S. Catholic Conference 
representative for campus 
and adult ministry. 


Sister Yolanda Tarango of 
El Paso, Texas, a member of 
a USCC ad hoc committee 
developing a national pas- 
toral plan of action for 
young adult ministry, said 
the meeting was part of a 
four-year effort to obtain 
the ideas and insights of

young adults themselves 
on the subject of young 
adult ministry. 


Previous meetings have 
dealt with evangelization 


“and with economic and life- 


style pluralism. The 1980 
theme will be “Work.” 


THIS YEAR'S theme “Sex- 
uality and Spirituality” was 
chosen because “‘basic 
human questions about 
sexuality and spirituality 
confront us in this time,” 
Father O'Neill said: 


“The recovery of the rich- 
ness of the church's tradi- 
tion in the areas of both 
sexuality and spirituality is 
a crucial task for this young 
adult generation,” he said. 
“Central to the wisdom of 
our tradition is the teaching 
that sexuality and_ spirit- 
uality are gifts and are 
essentially good.” 


Father Ponce, who works 
in Washington, D.C., for the 
Office of Hispanic Affairs of 
the U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence, spoke of sexuality as 
“something we are, not 


something we do; it’s an 
expression of how we areas 
persons.” 


FATHER PONCE said 
cultural pluralism is im- 
portant and Hispanics and 
English-speaking Amer- 
icans can learn from each 
other about sexuality and 
Spirituality in such areas as 
family life. 

Author Rosemary Haugh- 
ton discussed what she 
called “‘the point of ex- 
change for human beings.” 


USING the imagery of the 
ocean pounding against the 
shore, she said life is a 
pattern of rhythms and that 
“everything should be 
creation.” 


Dan DiDomizio, profes- 
sor of theology at Marian 
Colleg in Fond du Lac, Wis., 
spoke. of the development 
of the sexuality of a person 
and called sexuality the gift 
of friendship and hospital- 
ity, ‘welcoming people, 
establishing relationships, 
rooting ourselves in rela- 
tions.”

Mass in B Minor (concert)—The San 
Diego Master Chorale and the La Jolla 
Chamber Orchestra will give two perform- 
ances of Bach’s massat 7:30 p.m. on June 
15, and at 2:30 p.m. on June 17, both in 
the Immaculata on the campus of the 
University of San Diego, Alcala Park. 


Alien (film)—A mysterious and quite 
hungry creature from outer space wreaks 
havoc among the crew of a space ship, 
hunting them down one by one. 


This is a crude, simple melodrama 
much more dependent upon shock than 
suspense. The considerable gore and 
some quite unnecessary foul language 
make it strictly adult fare.

Firepower (film)—A retired hit man is 
recruited by the government to kidnap a 
wealthy and crooked financier from his 
Caribbean sanctuary. 


Expensively produced with lots of lovely 
scenery, this is a trite melodrama that not

only leans too heavily on violence but 
offends by portraying thugs, murders and 
assorted criminals as really decent chaps 
when you get to know them. (R) Objection- 
able. 

Harry and Tonto (film, ABC-TV, June 17, 
9 p.m.)—Art Carney, in an Academy 
Award-winning performance, plays a 
retired school teacher who is forced by 
circumstances to become a pilgrim in a 
journey across America, accompanied by 
his cat, Tonto. 


It's a vastly entertaining and heart- 
warming film even though its script 
contains many vulgarisms which make it 
questionable fare for younger viewers. For 
adults.

SEWING MACHINE REPAIR 


CAMPUS SHOCK by Lansing Lamont. 
Dutton (New York, N.Y., 1979). 144 pp. 
$8.95. 


If there were not corroborating evidence 
for nearly all of what is said in this book, 
the temptation would be strong to pass 
over it as an example of sensational journ- 
alism. 


Unfortunately for the nation’s colleges 
and universities Lamont’s descriptions of 
cheating, grade inflation, vandalism and 
weak morals on their campuses are 
paralled by similar ones in a report of the 
Carnegie Commission on Policy Studies in 
Higher Education, “Fair Practices in 
Higher Education.” 


THE DIFFERENCE is that Lamont makes 
the distressing conditions on the 
campuses far more vivid than the sociolo- 
gical report the commission has 
published. 


As a veteran newsman Lamont used 
journalistic methods to gather his 
material. Limiting his survey to 12 univer- 
sities—the so-called Ivy League institu: 
tions (with Dartmouth classed as a univer- 
sity) plus the University of Chicago, the 
University of Michigan, Stanford 
University and the University of Califor- 
nia—he interviewed scores of students, 
teachers and administrators. What he dis- 
covered is appalling. 


The honor codes that were for many 
years venerated and stoutly obeyed at 


places like Princeton are now gone or 
virtually objects of ridicule. Thefts by 
students from their peers are now 
common. The books of university libraries 
are stolen at least as often as those in 
public libraries, and they are subjected to 
just as much vandalism. 


CHEATING IN classrooms is almost 
taken for granted. Using purchased or 
borrowed papers to fulfill course require- 
ments is not unusual. And students often 
sabotage their classmates’. laboratory 
experiments as a means of eliminating 
competition for high grades. 


What Lamont found on 12 campuses 
can be found on many more, he believes. 
The commission’s report, which deals 
with higher education generally, provides 
abundant proof that the deplorable condi- 
tions he found are indeed widespread. 


The chaplains at the 12 universities he 
studied blamed their institutions, says 
Lamont, “for failing to rekindle a sense of 
moral purpose among students.” 

He himself assigns no blame, but 
reading between the lines it seems that it 
is the constituencies of the universities 
that are at fault. 

The facts Lamont reveals really are 
shocking. And so are their implications.

‘California has healthy Catholic school system’ 


SAN DIEGO—“California has a 
very healthy Catholic school 
system. Contrary to other states, 
where enrollment is down, ours 
has increased about two percent a 


year over the last three years.” 
The speaker, Dr. 


Catholic Conference. 


McELLIGOTT was here recent- 
ly, and he took time out from a 
seemingly endless schedule of 
meetings he attends up and down 
the state to talk about the work of 


the conference. 


“The California Catholic Confer- 
ence was formed eight years ago 
by the bishops of California to 
attend to matters where there are 
interests that relate to govern- 


ment,” McElligott said. 


“The division of education deals 
with governmental programs and 
legislation that affects California’s 
743 Catholic elementary and 
secondary schools, religious 
education programs, and oc- 
casionally items of concern to 
Catholic colleges and universi- 


ties,” he said. 


McELLIGOTT SAID his job is to 
identify the needs of the Catholic 
‘schools, and to monitor moves to 
establish new federal education 
programs or to expand or revise 


existing programs. 


Joseph 
McElligott, should know, as he is 
the director of the division of 
education of the California

“Then we work to make sure 
that benefits to our students are 
included on an equitable basis 
with those to students in public 
schools,” he said. 

McElligott said the Baneation 
division isn’t exactly overstaffed. 
“There’s me and my secretary— 
that’s it.” 

About 35 percent of McElligott’s 
time is spent away from Sacra- 
mento. 

“1 DO A LOT of traveling 
around,” he said. “! spend about 
two nights a week away from 


Sacramento. Sometimes the days 
get very long. There are meetings 
during the day, and usually a night 
meeting or two.” 


The: meetings, generally with 
school principals and pastors, are 
devoted to informing the educa- 
tors about the services available 
to them, according to McElligott. 
- The 65 percent of his time that 
is spent in Sacramento is filled 
ss a variety of work, McElligott 
said. 


“THERE’S NEVER a day that is 
the same,” he said. “Almost every 
day we get inquiries from 
somebody in the legislature who 
wants to know my opinion on 
various matters, or from one of the 
diocesan education departments 
that wants to know something 
regarding their relationship with a 
public school district.” 

McElligott said he often is called 
to appear before various commit- 
tees as a witness on behalf of 
Catholic schools. 

“Also, | see the chairman of the 
California Catholic Conference of 
Superintendents (of schools) 
once or twice a week,” McElligott 
said, “and | go over to the Capitol 
two or three times a week to meet 
face to face with legislators.” 


McELLIGOTT SAID he also 
receives a lot of inquiries about 
Catholic schools from members 
of the media. He added that many 


of them refer to the claims that 
private schools have become 
“white-havens” since busing 
began. 

“The contentions of some who 
are anti-private schools that 
Catholic schools are ‘white- 
refugees’ has no basis in fact. 


“Forty-two. percent of our 
Catholic school students are from 
minority families,” he said. “Inthe 
public schools that figure is only 
37 percent. California is the only 
state like that.” 

McELLIGOTT SAID the Catholic 
school system in California is very 
healthy, and added that Catholic 
educators continue to make 
efforts to assure parents of the 
quality of the education their 
children are receiving. 


“For the past 10 years, Catholic 
elementary schools have volun- 
tarily submitted themselves to 
outside review,” McElligott said. 
“Catholic schools are far ahead of 
public schools in the use of the - 
accreditation system.” a
